A Sensible Step. 


Lovers of peace, in the industrial world as well as among' the 


nations, will rejoice in the step "(hat':has been taken by the 
AmericairClothing Manufacturers' Association in New York 
city and the local branch of the United Garment Workers of 
America, which have agreed upon a truce for one^year, during 
whiclv time there shall be no strikes or lockouts, and in the 
meantime efforts will be made to perfect arrangements which 
wilLpermanently preclude labor disturbances in this branch of 
business in that city. What this will mean, if accomplished, 
can be readily understood when it is stated that the association 
controls the output of the cheaper grades of men's and boys' 
clothing in that city and that the number of workers employed 
approximates 100,000. 


In the past there have been many differences between the 


association and the workers, and in a business so vast and af- 
fecting so many employes'this has beeri a serious matter. The 
wiser heads on both side,s have/at last come together and de- 
cided that peace will be pleasanler and more protitable to both 
than war, and consequently there is to be peace hereafter if it 
is within human power to establish and maintain it. 
.. The first step taken is eminently wise. It establishes a truce 
for one year, during which business will proceed without in- 
terruption by labor troubles, and it is expected and hoped that 
by the end of the year a plan will have been perfected which 


• shall insure permanent peace in this great industry in the great 
city of'New York. All troubles- that may arise during the com- 
ing year will be submitted to arbitration and business will not 
be halted. 


This is in line with President Wilson's recent recommenda- 


tion to the mine operators and miners of Colorado, where for 
a long time there were conditions closely bordering upon those 
of civil war, 
and is in line with common sense. It is high lime 


for the people of this country: tb, learn that there are better 
ways of settling labor controversies than disrupting or destroy- 
ing industries and subjecting to hardship and starvation men 
and women who are ready and willing, to work. There is no 
reason why arbitration should not solve the problem, as it will 
when belligerence is consigned to its proper place and men re- 
solve to be governed by reason instead of by force.
